This is to brief you concerning my trip to Dhahran, 


We did not see Shaikh Adwan, He was in Riyadh. It took most of 
the first day to get the jeep station wagon in shape for the trip to 
Hofuf and to obtain permits for gasoline, 


Mr. Carlson, date specialist with FAO, had moved his family to Hofuf, 
Furniture had been placed in the apartments there, His counterpart, Bohon 
Husseini, with family had moved in, The wife of Mr. Ibrihim Husseini, 
Barhan's counterpart, had arrived, So three families are now living in 
the two apartments of the main dwelling, 


The office building that the SAG had started to extend and repair for 
Mr, Nixon's ocoupancy had been occupied by Mr, Carlson for an office, This 
is a three-room building, the smaller room having been made into a shower 
and toilet with plumbing fixtures, When I was there in July the plumbing 
fixtures appeared to be new as though the Government had made a start to 
fix things up. However, the living room and kitchen were never built onto 
the present structure as I understood was plamed, 


Mr. Barham could have used the present office building but Mr, Carlson 
said that he agreed to Nixon using it only because Nixon was his friend, 
On our way back to Dhahran, I stopped at Abquaiq and arranged with an Aramco

I think the agricultural program is making headway, However, I some+ 
times wonder. As yet, we do not have authority under new regulations to 
make financial commitments and sign project agreements. It is too bad 
that home base and the field can't be brought closer together in an under- 
standing of objectives and actual production work in process as related 
to the essentials of achievement, You sometimes wonder if one part of 
the body ever heard of or felt of sone of the other body parts, Mr. Cor- 
son is doing everything possible to get parts fitted together and func 
tioning. 


The Saudi Arabian Government is being somewhat reshaped, There is 
a trend toward more ministries instead of two or three with one very 





dominant, It has not becn officially announced, but I understand we 
are to have an Agriculture Ministry, This is a step forward but I do 
not know when it will actually be formed, One of the King's brothers 
is slated for the position, 


The Director of the present Department of Agriculture has been away 
from his office for the past six months except on a few rare occasions, 
He couldn't get his oudget approved as submitted, so he just qit work 
and is building a commercial business. His Assistant can do little, and 
he has gone to Rome and Cairo and won't be back for another month, One 
of the division heads, about the only one of any value, is in charge, 
Consequently, the Department has about ceased to function. If we can get 
the Prince installed as Minister, maybe we can get things moving. 


Mr, Gibbs is making a soil survey at Khulais, Mr, Stewart goes to 
the Khulais Community the 5th to begin an extension programy that is, if 
we can get a counterpart for him, ir, Barham and I leave for Hofuf the 
Sth, I plan to have him meet the Province and Oases Rmirs, as well as 
other governmental officials, [t is my opinion he has a pretty good 
counterpart who is now stationed at Hofuf, We don't have a counterpart 
for Mr, Schwan, He may get very little done until he has a good depend 
able man to work with, His work naturally will take him to remote areas 
quite often, and there is no need of shooting an arrow into the air with 
the liability chances involved, 


You will get another copy of the Agriculture Plan of Work for 1955, 
Some of the similar projects have been consolidated and a project has 
been included to establish an agricultural school. I am keenly interested 
in this, for it is the only way out for an agricultural uplift. lxtension 
training and vocational agriculture in the present school system, where 
it exists, will be the feeders for the central school, 


T have noted the best possible from this distance the reshuffling 
and reorganization in the Agricultural field, It is to be hoped that 
what is done will be for the best, further, I hope any changes that 
are made will not adversely affect the fine work you are doing in a 
tough row to hoe,

Thank you for the several letters you have written since I wrote last. 
As 1 recall, none of them require specific answers, Our secretarial situa- 
tion is worse. Formerly we had four secretaries, Now we have two for the 
entire Mission, Mr. Corson has taken steps to remedy the situation, but it 
takes so long to get things done, 


You gave some timely advice in your letter to Mr. Whitman concerning 
establishing commercial poultry in Saudi Arabia, I think there are good 
possibilities, but more spade work must be done, Mr, Parker plans to try 
out tie possibilities of poultry production on the experimental farm which 
is yet in the talking stage. We should like to encourage and assist local 
persons in establishing cowmercial flocks to supply Jidda, Mecca and Medina, 
T think Abha in the Asir would be a good place for producing poultry, but 
it will take meh effort to first take care of the needs of local people, 
and then produee sufficiently to justify air transportation, Feed and 
proper care of chicks will be the major problems, I believe there is the 
possibility of using sesame in feeds, 


Mr. Parker is on a trip to Iraq and Iran to see what is being done in 
livestock prorrams, and to scout for foundation herd animals, If the exper- 
lence of others ip correct as it has come to me, there are many counts 
against you when bringing livestock from the U.5, That decision will be 
nade when Mr, Parker returns, 


A request is being forwarded to the W/MOA Office that Mr, Nixon be 
retained for an additional six weeks to make a supplementary date report 
and to write an elementary date pamphlet on the culture of dates. This is 

to Mr. Wixon, and I have asked him to write the pamphlet sinilar 
to heli Club production bulletins, Mr, Nixon stated that this wrk could be 
done at Indio, California, and there would be no expense other than salary 
except for some photography and pencil diagrams or illustrations for the 
pamphlet. I should appreciate your helping this request along so there will 
be no interim after December 16, when Mr. Nixon's tour of duty expires,

It is apparent that you have done much constructive thinking 
on the place of water spesadias and range management in the 
agricultural improvement program in Saudi Arabias The 
referenced memarandun is excellent and we would like to under= 
score your observations that (1) water spreading is not a 
panacea, rather it should become a part of a well-rounded 

and closely integrated agricultural program, (2) emphasis 
should be put on the “pilot test” as the first effort 
explore the possibilities and see how techniques developed 
elsewhere can be used and where they need to be modified to 
fit particular situations in Saudi Arabia, and (3) great 

care should be taken in the selection of sites for the first 
trialss These sites should be typical and yet not too unfavore 
able. 


As we have indicated, Mre Gibbs will be leaving in about a 
week for Saudi Arabia. He has recently visited the Soil 
Salinity Laboratory in California as well assome of the 
experimental work going on in that State and we are confident 
that he can make a real contribution to your program in Saudi 
Arabia, 


With further reference to the water spreading work we are in

Helen and T have by now become somewhat accustomed to the routine 
here, the climate, and the local approach to things, The range and 
forestry problems are obvious but the solutions so far are not so 
apparent, IT will drop you a letter one of these days and give you some 
idea of life on this post, 


There are a number of items on which I need some help, and J 
believe your section or Kar] Mayer's office is in the best position to 
give it to me! 


1, dust before I left Washington, Rudy Stahelin showed me a letter 
designated RE ~ Foreign Forestry - Gen'l - (Iran) - 6-5~53, to Cedric 
Seager. This letter contained good general information on Haloxylon 
and Calligamm and Saxaul forests in general, Would you please send me 
a copy for my use? 


2. Any other similar published or written information on the 
desert "forests" » thorn, acacia, tamarisk, ete, Rates of growth, 
reproduction, reestablishment, identification, + all of these would be 
helpful subjects. Although I have made only two short field trips, it 
appears that locally the fuelwood utilization ami maintenance problems 
will tie in very closely with the range problem, 


3. When M, A, K, Khalil, forester from Quetta, Baluchistan, was in 
Denver, I discussed in some detail the establishment of fuelwood "forests" 
in the Sind area, above Karachi. Do you know if anything is available 
in the way of publications, file reports, ete.? Khalil told me they were 
using tamarisk, populus and acacia with considerable success, 


4. Do you have anything on identification, establishment, growth 
requirements and characteristics of the mangroves? Anything on the 
common Eucalyptus, as those in California, and the fuel plantations in 
Brazil - especially establishment and site requirements? 


5. Although I have not yet been across on the Persian Gulf side, 
I understand there is definite interest in tree establishment, both

as ornamentals and for utility. This area has negligible precipitation, 
high summer temperatures, a high to very high water teble, with warm ground 
water inelined toward high salinity. Probably anything that would grow 
there would need to have site requirements similar to the date palm, Any 
suggestions? 


6, Gould the Forest Service furnish me with perhaps a dozen or 
15 B & W prints of Western U. S, range pictures? What I have in mind are 
scenes in Arizona, New Mexico or Nevada, semi desert, or at least nothing 
higher in altitude than sagebrush or pinion-juniper types. Contrasts of 
very poor conditions and good conditions would be desirable, A few 
showing contrasts along fence lines or plot lines, as some of Kirby's 
pictures of plots on the Tonto, would be good, A few pictures showing 
typical range livestock, sheep and cattle grazing on the range, would be 
useful, Needless to say, these prints will be most usoful if I can receive 
them soon, 


7, Some years ago someone copied an excerpt from Mas'udi in the R-1 
Bulletin, I had this reprinted later in the R-2 Regional Bulletin or 
Digest, I can't remember the title or date, and, unfortunrtely, do not have 
it in my list of references, However, the quotation is perhaps half a 
page, and is from Mas'udi's "Book of Annals", written here in the Hejaz 
of Arabia about the 11th Century, A.D, The passage deals with severe 
overgrazing, range wars, a recognition of the problem, and subsequent 
corrective measures consisting of a range code, associations, and the 
equivalent of a Conservation Service--all this in the &th Century A.D, 

I am very much in need of a typed copy or two of this article, I suggest 
that someone take the file of R-2 Bulletins, beginning with 1936, searching 
first the March and April numbers, since I seem to recall that it was

Dear Dr. Stratton: 


The Agriculture Department at Jedda has requested a set of 
our publications similar to those we distributed last year under a 
publications project financed by the Technical Cooperation Administra- 
tion. The Agriculture Department also suggests that the libraries at 
Mecca and Jedda of the Saudi Establishment for Public Education would 
also make appropriate repositories for sets of these publications. 


The Bureau of Reclamation is not permitted to furnish these 
publications with money appropriated for Reclamation development in 
this country because such money must be repaid by water users or from 
power revenues. However, since these Arabian organizations are apparently 
qualified and are anxious to be designated as repositories for our docu- 
ments, we are willing to make sets of the documents available to these 
organizations for $90 per set (see attached list). This price includes 
only the cost of duplicating and postage. If you desire these sets, 
please make the necessary funds available through TCA in Washington. 


The publications project sponsored by TCA during FY52 fur- 
nished funds so that the Bureau could make comprehensive answers to 
requests for technical information from organizations and individuals 
in underdeveloped countries, and also prepare and furnish selected 
technical documents to organizations such as colleges or universities 
and Governmental agencies engaged in water resources development in 
these countries. This latter group was to be known as technical centers. 
A project of this type financed by TCA provided a means for making 
available to engineers in underdeveloped countries, information derived 
from years of experience, study, and research relative to the planning, 
design, construction, and operation of projects involving irrigation, 
drainage, flood control, and hydroelectric development. 





When the publications project was started we expected that 

it would continue for some time or at least until we could furnish 
appropriate organizations with currently available pertinent publica- 
tions. However, last fall the Technical Cooperation Administration 

in Washington elected to discontinue the project as a domestic opera- 
tion. It is our understanding that this move was made to reduce costs 
charged against Title I funds. The request from the Agriculture Depart- 
ment at Jedda reached us after the project had been discontinued.

The pictures of the 
sheep and goats were taken following light rains which enabled 
a thin vegetation to spring up. The sparse, desert~like nature 
of the range can be clearly seen. 


The last photograph is that of a field of corn and onions. 
The small dikes and ditches are made by the local agriculturists 
to cateh rm-off water which is dependent on uncertain rains, 
This makes for insecure and uncertain subsistence agriculture. 


It is hoped that these photographs give some idea of local 
conditions and illustrate the need for an intensified agriculture 
program, ‘before and after’ pictures cannot be sent until technicians 
are in the field to carry out projects.

Please pardon me for not replying to your letter of November 4 
at on earlier date, For about a month I was on a visit to the Asir, 
one of the Kingdom's provinces, It requires a reguler sarafi in the 
way of personnel, supplies and equipment to make such a trip into areas 
at considerable distance from Jidda, It was rough and rugged from the 
start wmtil we returned; however it afforded me the opportunity to 
observe farming and village life in many coumunities, The roads, or 
trails we. followed with Dodge Power Wagons were rough all the way and 
almost beyond description in many places, I really did not realize 
vehicles could take such punishment, 


In going up the escarrment to Abha, the capital of Asir, it required 
two days of continuous wilking and climbing after we had gone up a wedi 
ag far as poteible with the power wagons, Camels packed our food, 
luggage and sleeping equipment, Abba is at an elewation of 7000 feet, 
and there is such farming in the wadis of that area, We hed to climb 
about 5000 feet the last half day, I kept a datly diary and am writing a 
report as time permits, I hope a copy can be made available to your 
office, 


A Point IV ineservice training program in foreign areas for junior 
agriculturists appears to have much merit, Just recently, I recommended 
agricultural areas in which it is my opinion thet ecricultural improvement 
programs should be launched, ‘hen we begin to cet under way with 
experienced personnel, it is my belief that we will be able to use junior 
agriculturists to an advantage, Training technicians in natural environ- 
nents will certainly strengthen tho service Point TV can render, In fact 
it may be necessary to use young men in remote and hardship places if 
older and more experienced men cannot be obtained. When we reach the 
point where juniors can be used, I certainly shall want to get in touch

We could furnish you without charge two varieties of Soybeans that 
are good forage praducers in Georgia and the coastal sections of the 
Carolinas, These varieties are Clemson Non-Shatter and JEW, "U5", both 
being excellent forage beans in that the leaves do not fall from the 
vine nor the beans shatter from the ml, 


Having served with the 55th Strategic Reconnaissance Wing, USAF, I 
made several flights into this area and feel that either of these 


beams would be adapted to the low humidity irrighation section of 
Southeast A,able,

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This thresher is now in use in several Latin American countries and 
recently MSA purchased several of them for use in the Shan States of 
northern Burma under the supervision of Mr, Otto Hunerwadel, 


Likewise before any hoes, mattocks and other hand tools are recommended 
or purchased for demonstration use it is suggested that consultation be 
held with the Collins Mfg. Cos, Collinsville, Conne, the famous mame 
facturer of machetes and other hand tools for mecific areas of Latin 
America and other parts of the world, The usual United States light 
weight garden hoes, etc., are unacceptable ami useless in many parts of 
the world. 


Also the Seymour Mfg» Cosy 3300 Broadway, Seymour, Indiana, manufactures 
grain cradles and other similar type of equipment for export to various 
parts of the world, according to local preferences and needs, 


Hand operated seed cleaners are available from A, T. Ferrell Comany, 
Saginaw, Michigan, and various large mail order houses, along with other 
small hand operated ani gasoline operated farm equipment. If further 
detailed information or advige is desired on this type of small farm 
equipment, Mr, Virgil EB. Pettit, Field Service Consultant on Agricultural 

of this Office, should be consulted. He has had a number of 
years experience with this Office in Latin America and also in liberia 
and is very conscious that there is an intermediate stage of development 
of agricultural equipment and tools between the tractor and the hoe,
